(Please read carefully; non-compliance will result in return of application.) 


The Tau Beta Pi Robert H. Nagel Scholarship Program 

The administration of these scholarships has been kept as 
free of restriction as possible, in order to accommodate 
students with original ideas. However, since Tau Beta Piis an 
engineering honor society, recipients are expected ultimately 
to advance the interest of the engineering profession. Only 
members of Tau Beta Pi are eligible to apply. If you have been 
elected and will be initiated by March 1 or by the Board meeting 
you are eligible to apply. Awards will be made to members for 
their senior year of full-time undergraduate engineering study. 
The awards are not renewable. The members of the selection 
Board include:

The Scholarships 

The Nagel Scholarship was established in 1998 in honor of 
former Secretary-Treasurer Emeritus R.H. Nagel. Named 
Editor of THE BENT in 1942, he became Secretary-Treasurer 
and Editor in August 1947 and served until October 1982 when 
he was named Secretary-Treasurer Emeritus. He died in 
1997. Awardees shall be known as Nagel Scholars. 

The Dodson Scholarship is named for Charles R. Dodson, 
Maryland Beta ’30, who made a substantial gift in 1998 
sufficient to endow awards intended particularly for members 
of Maryland Beta. He served on the Trust Advisory Committee 
during 1965-85, the last 12 years as Chair. 


Basis of Awards 

In determining to whom the scholarships shall be given, the 
Board is guided by the practical consideration that they go to 
those who really deserve them. But, in any case, it looks for 
high scholarship, strong faculty recommendations, definite 
extracurricular contributions, unusual promise of substantial 
achievement through a definite plan or purpose, and a pro- 
gram through which accomplishment will advance the interest 
of the engineering profession. The Fellowship Board will use 
the principles outlined in the eligibility code of The Tau Beta Pi 
Association as a basis for selection of the Nagel Scholars. 


Amount of Awards 

Each award this year is cash in the amount of $2,000 
payable in two increments in September and in January. Up 
to eight scholarships may be given each year. 


Who is eligible 

Applications are welcomed from all student members of 
Tau Beta Pi. If you have been elected and will be initiated by 
March 1 or by the Board meeting you are also eligible to apply. 
Applicants must be planning to remain in or return to school for 
a senior year in engineering. 

The number and quality of applicants is expected to be of 
such caliber as to enable the Board to select fellows with well- 


rounded qualifications. An applicant should, therefore, give as 
detailed information as possible to each part of the application. 


How to apply 

Applicants should read carefully every word of this form and 
omit no single requirement. 

Your rank or standing in your class and within your departmen- 
tal group is to be stated in the place provided. For those cases 
where a school does not rank students, an approximation or other 
explanation is required; the dean or department chairman must 
provide such an approximation. Candidates not supplying this 
information are at a disadvantage. 


Completing the Application 

This application must be typewritten. Computer printouts are 
acceptable. Additional sheets may be inserted as the need for 
presenting data requires; these must be on 81/2" x 11" paper. 
Please place your name on the top of each sheet and insert within 
the application rather than stapling. The applicant mails this 
form directly to Mr. D. Stephen Pierre, Jr. (See address on 
reverse side.) 


What You Should Not Do 

1. Do not send a transcript. 

2. Do not send a printed résumé. 

3. Do not send published papers, newspaper clippings, or other 
items not specifically requested. 

4. Donotsend your photograph. (That will be requested if you 
are selected.) 

5. Do not hand-write application; use printer or typewriter. 


Reference Letters 

Letters from two references must be filed in support of the 
application. These references (not necessarily members of Tau 
Beta Pi) should know you and your qualifications and should be 
generally familiar with your work. As enclosures with this form are 
two copies of a convenient form that may be used to solicit such 
letters, which are to be forwarded directly by their authors. Appli- 
cation is not complete until these letters are filed with the Director. 
Generic reference letters on file in campus offices, intended for 
other purposes such as graduate school admissions, are unac- 
ceptable. 


Last Date for Filing 

Application must be postmarked on or before January 15, 
1999—the earlier, the better. Asking references early for their 
letters will avoid putting them under pressure of time, and will work 
to the applicant's advantage. It is recommended that first-class 
mail be used; it is not necessary to use special delivery even if 
mailed on January 15. If you wish acknowledgment of receipt of 
your application, please enclose a self-addressed, stamped enve- 
lope or postcard. 


When Awards Will Be Announced 
Awards will be announced about April 1. Notification will be sent 
to all other applicants shortly thereafter.
